On the RAbine, the Campaign is ia all 
Probabillity at an End alſo z and rhe Elector 
of Hannover, who is arriv'd in the Army, is 
ſo ſeniible of the weak Condition of the 
Germin Army, and of their being unfit for 
Action, that he is ſo far from oftring to at- 
tack the French, that he applies himſelf, as 
to the principal thing before him, to En 
trenching, Fortifying,and Drawing Lines, in 
order to prevent the Frenchartacking them: 
Nor do I fee any Proſpect on that tide, 
of driving the French back again over the 
Rhine this Winter ; for the French being Rill 
ſuperiour in Number there, and our Troops 
on that ſide not the beſtin Europe, they are 
too wiſe to give yeu Poſſeſſion again of the 
Paſſes at BbuJe, or Opportunity to rebuild 
the Lines at Stolboſſen The Strength of 
thoſe Lines, and the Care Prince Lewis of 
Baden always took to defend them, was al- 
ways like a Back- Door bolted, by which the 
Empire was ſecur'd, and the French kept 
out; aud now they bave got that Door 
open'd, they will not let it be ſhut again, 
if they can help it But will ſecure both 
Wiater Quarters and Contributions in the 
Empire for this Year And thus the 
Empire is like to ſmart ſtil for. their ſu · 
pine Negligence ; and if it will but rouze 
them at laſt to their own Defence, tis a 
good Cure wrought, and les the French be

Agair, in Piednont the C:mpaiga ſeems

other Places on che Cuaft ot Cala lia; keeps 
his Communication wien the Sea open, by 
which de receives Succ . urs trom Sicily, and, 
expects more hom France; the Viceroy, 
for King Philip does the like at-Gaeta, and 
the Germans, notwithftanding their ſudden 
Conquett of the Capital City, and the Revo- 
lution of the common People there, ſeem not 
to be in a Condition to attack. either Gef or 
Piſcara, and already begin to ſend for more 
Troops, 'tho' we all know, they have not 
= 10 Men by the Sword in the whole Af- 
air. f 

And what is the Reaſon of all this, but the 
ufual In; t of the Germans, e ven 
the ſame by which they exaſperated the 
Bavarians, when they had gotten poſſeſſion 
of them; where inſtead of making the Peo- 
ple they were to govern, eaſie, aud natu- 
ralize them to their new Maſters, fl 
to all Manner of Oppreſſions and intollegfible 
Vexations, and made the poor Countrymen 
weary of their new Lords? 

Tu true, we do not: hear of any Op-
